Examiner's Comment

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of record do not teach either singularly or in combination at least 
the limitations "a solder bump formed on said planar exterior surface, wherein said 
solder bump is in direct contact with said second metal plug, said first barrier layer and 
said second barrier layer' 1 in a metallurgical structure having a first metal plug, a second 
metal plug, a first barrier and a second barrier in a via through a passivation layer, the 
via extending to a metal line as recited in the independent claim 32, or "said second 
metal plug, said first barrier layer and said second barrier layer form a planar exterior 
surface of said integrated circuit structure, and a connector formed on said planar 
exterior surface, wherein said connector is in direct contact with said second metal plug, 
said first barrier layer and said second barrier layer, and wherein said first plug, and 
said second plug, and said internal components comprise a same material" in an 
integrated circuit (IC) structure having a first metal plug, a second metal plug, a first 
barrier and a second barrier in a via, the via extending to internal components as 
recited in the independent claim 38, or "wherein said conductive structure is in direct 
contact with said third layer of copper, said first barrier layer, and said second barrier 
layer" in a metallurgical structure having a first and second barrier layer formed on a first 
and second copper layer respectively and a third layer of copper formed on the second 
barrier layer, the structure having a conductive structure formed on a third copper layer 
as recited in the independent claim 44.
